LONDON OPINION. 


The way in which the London money market 
has been drained to meet the Ezyptian de- 
mand lead: the ‘‘Statist” to remark :— “lt is 
too early yet to estimate with any confidence 
the probable Egyptian demand. Until recently 
that demand was expected to beemall, because 
speculation is much less active than it was at 
this time last year. Now opinion has changed, 
and it is feared that the demand will be large. 
Quite possibly, in a little time farther we may 
see another change of opinion, or the Bank of 
France may decide apon supplying Egypt freely. 
1t would not be wise, however, to depend upon 
that. Ever since 1870 the policy of the Bank 
of France has been to keep as large an amount 
of gold as it possibly can. Jast now there 
are many reasons why the Bank of France 
should think it desirable to maintain that 
policy. The state of Russia, the general distur- 
bance of the political equilibriam in Buarope, 
the unrest among the Myhamedans,:and the 
uneasiness at home, are-all reasons why the 
Bank of France should think it. undesirable to 
part with very large amounts. It is trae that 
there has been a very considerable decrease in 


| the gold held by the Bank of France. But then it 


ia not possible feom the returns to aecertain to 
what extent that decrease is for internal and 
to what extent for external requirements. 
Pheretore for the present it would be beat to 
assume that the Egyptian demand opon.this 
country will be nearly as large as.in recent 
years.”

REPORT FOR 1905. 


From the statistics given at the end of the 
report by the Ports and Lighthouses Adminis- 


tration for 19°5—issued nearly nine months 
after the clore cf the year—we gather that, 


during the period in question, the arrivals at 
the port of Alexandria were 1,817 steamers 


(3,296,237 tone) and 2,794 sailing vessels 
(295,044 tons) whilst the clearances were 1,816 


steamers (3,274,842 tons) and 2,702 sailing 
versels (278,145 tons). Compared with the year 
1904 the increase was as follows :— 


Arrivals 81 steamers 313,943 tons 
496 sailing vessels 69,347 ,, 
Clearances 86 steamers 298,648 .,, 


421 sailing vessels 52,867 ,. - 

The British arrivals nombered 801 steamers 
(1,521,879 tons) against 786 ships (1,340,439 
tons) in 1904. The German arrivals showed an 
increase of 38 steamers and 140,875 tons, 


whilst the French returns were 31 steamers 
and 61,088 tons greater than in 1904, The 


Austrian figures were 145 steamers (310,668 
tons) against 160 steamers (334,851 tons), 
being a desrease of 15 ships and 24,183 tons. 

From the manofactarer and agent’s point 
of view, we assume the most important parts of 
the report are those relating to the provision 
of new berthing accommodatior, ard to the 
steps which are being taken to lessen the 
congestion in the harbour. We, therefore, 
give the following particulars of certain work 
done during 1905. 


Additional Quay Berths, 


These berths, which are to form a continua- 
tion of the import qnays, will be each 120 
metres long, with ample shed accommodation 


and railway facilities for the handling and 
storage of goods discharged from ships lying 
at them. The sheds will be 6 metres high, 
and 25 metres long, and capable of supporting 
a second story. About 65,200 cubic metres— 
ont of the required 700,000 c.m.— had been 
dredged by the 31st December. It is expected 
that two of the new berths will be ready by 
July 1907, and another one in January 1908. 


New Collier Berths Quay A. 


The greater part of the sea reclamation for 
redeeming the mole and throwing out an 
arm where the four collier berths were to be 
created was completed by the end of last year. 
In this connection the Director General states 
“Ag the credit of L.E. 50,000 accorded in 1903 
is nearly exhausted, and that of L.E 38,000 
in 1905 will be spent daring the summer, I 
am asking for a farther credit of LE 40,000 
tur 1906 to enable two more collier berths to 
be added to the four now in hand, and to 
prolong the arm so as to afford better protes- 
tion to the colliers berthed at Quay A. 

Six Timber Berths at Gabbary. 

In view of the length of time occopied in 
the discharging of timber ships and in the 
removal of the cargoes from the quays, it was 
decided to have all the work done in the outer 
harbour at Gabbary where ‘not only can scfh- 
" gient berths for the discharge be provided, 
“ bat,what is of eqaal importance,ample space 
“ for the handling. of the timber ashore with 
“ yeans of transport by road and rail, as well 
“a3 for the necessary Customs operation of 
‘“‘ measurement and valvation.” 

The contract for the new timber quays was 
lat in October 1905 at L.E. 137,0C0. By the 
81st December 79,000 cubic metres of sea 
reclamation was effected. 


New Cattle Port and Quay. 

“This work bas proceded rapidly, in spite of 
“the great difficulties encountered in placing 
“quay blocks by means of divers at a spot 
‘‘ exposed to the fall force of the sea and swell. 
“ About 160 metres in length of the elbow 
shaped quay,sixty feet wide, have been com- 
" pleted.” 


New Pass. 

The new pass into the harboar—for which a 
grant of L.B. 100,000 has already been accord- 
ed—is to be 35 feet deep at low water with a 
width of 600 feet, thas being double the width 
and five feet deeper than the existing entrance. 
The work was commenced in Jane 1905, and 
should be fini-had by the end of 1907 or even 
earlier. 

General Maintenance. 

“ We have carried out in 1905 extensive 
“ repairs to the paving of the Quays, and to 
‘‘ the sheds on Qaay B. The artificial blocks on 
‘‘ the sea side of the Breakwater damaged by 
‘gaa and weather bave been repaired with 
“ agment. The gradaal substitution of stone 
“quays for wooden jatties in the careening 
“ basin has been carried on this year, and 
“ will ba completed in 1906. ” 

“Drains to carry off the rain water in 
“ winter from the Quays, which were mach 
“ wanted, have been laid.” 

The valae of the work mentioned in the last 
paragraph will, we think, be fally appreciated 
by merchants at this end. 

The observations on the working of the coal 
hoist installation in the port are sefficiently 
juteresting to warrant us giving th2m “in 
extenso.” 

“ Daring 1905, we have diecharged 259,000 
« tons of coal by means of the three pairs of coal 
“ hoists as follows. ”

“The working of the machines has been-

‘and merchants hag been L.E. 0,025 per ton ; 
‘the cost of discharge by hand is from L.E 
“0,015 to L.E. 0,025, according to the distance 
“to which the coal has to be carried from the 
“ ship to the coal store or railway wagons. ” 

“The comparative rap:dity is, however, 
greatly in favour of the hoists, and, conse- 
“ quently, the avoidance of demurrage in the 
‘ case of railw.y colliere, which according to 
“ charter party must be discharged at the rate 
“of 750 tons por day ; whilst the constantly 
“iporeasing difficulty of obtaining manual 
 Jabour promises soon to bring the hoists mto 
popular use, and we shall require to add to 
“ their nomber next year. ” 

Sundry Works. 

Amongst sundry works executed by the 
Chief Engineer of the Port on behalf of the 
Customs Administration were the following :— 

The building of a large magazine for the 
storage of oils — other than petroleom—cover- 
ing an area of 36,000 square metres and situated 
on the site of the old petroleum store. 

The erection of a magazine covering an ares 
of 600 square me‘res on Quay F. 

The building of an annex to the inflam- 
mable store at Gabbary.
